This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-25 and 43-65, drawn to an apparatus for evaluating a fitting assembly. 

Group II, claims 26-42, drawn to a method for evaluating a puUed-up condition of a 
fitting assembly. 

2. This application also contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: the embodiment of Fig.2 and the embodiment of Fig. 5. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.

3. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Claim 1 does not appear to fulfill the requirements 
of the PCT set out in Article 33(3) with respect to inventive step for the reasons cited in the 
International Preliminary Examination Report, and therefore claim 1 does not recite a technical 
feature that defines a contribution over the prior art. Consequently, the apparatus and method 
lack a single general inventive concept. 

4. The species of Fig. 2 and Fig. 5 are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are 
not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, imder 
PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the 
reasons given in the above paragraph.
